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One evening in Panam

Politically, Panama and the 
Panama Canal Zone is a subject for 
conversation at this time, thanks to 
the tactics of a man named Noreiga. 

A few observations might be 
welcome. The publisher of the 
Town Crier happens to have made 
over the years 101 transits 
(voyages) through that canal and in 
some ways is able to make remarks 
that might be interesting. 

The canal, of course, stems from 
the days when Teddy Roosevelt was 
president of the United States. 
Teddy is remembered, if at all, by 
his slogan of "Speak softly and 
carry a big stick!" 

It was about 1903-4 that his ideas 
began to have form. The Isthmus of 
Panama was a part of the Republic 
of Columbia, and it is to be doubted 
if there were as many as thiny 
thousand inhabitants, Spanish 
speaking and aboriginal Indians, 

Suddenly there was a revolution. 
Just by chance (?) there happened to 
be a U.S. gunboat in Colon or 
Panama Harbor, a gunboat which 


prevented the officials of Columbia German 


from doing anything about that 
revolution, and, in short order, the 
United States recognized the 
Republic of Panama. A treaty was 
soon signed, allowing the United 
States to "take possession” of a strip 
of land 20 miles wide, from the 
Aulantic to the Pacific. 

The construction of the canal was 
a heroic event, involving many 
persons and a lot of moncy. Yellow 
fever was rampant. It was defeated 
by killing mosquitoes, Cutting 
through the mountain range was a 
tremendous effort. The first ships, 
if memory is correct, transited the 
canal in 1912. 

Many men had gone to the Canal 
Zone to take part in the 
construction. Naturally there were 
Americans, engineers, and men 
who could operate steam shovels 
and railroads. 

‘There were many others. Spanish 
speaking persons from the Central 
American republics, and black men 
from the Island of Jamaica 
predominated among the 
immigrants, Those from Jamaica 

sh, better described as 


There was a curious way to pay 
those employces. It was apparently 
based on nationality. 

Employees from the United States 
were called "gold employees. 
Those from Central America or 
Jamaica became "silver 
employces.” 


Actually such classification was a 
form of racial discrimination. It 
was a form which lasted through 
World War II if not later, But 
every one was paid with American 
currency. It was just that the 

* "silver" employees were not paid as 
much. 

A “canal crew" was always 
supplied to every ship, 12 to 16 
men, They handled the ship's lines, 
while in the locks, and were 


necessary because not every ship 
had a crew which could understand 
English. The canal crew was always 
men from Jamaica. 

The canal crew always brought 
aboard a supply of the local daily 
newspaper, The Star of Panama - 
‘or, because it was half printed in 
Spanish, La Estrella de Panama. 
Sixty years ago, before the days of 
shortwave radio and tv ship's crews 
would be hungry for news, and 
those Jamaicans would sell 30 or 40 
papers. There was not a big profit, 
but there was one. 

A ship would transit the canal in 
about eight hours. Rarely did any 
crew member get ashore. 

The writer was ashore on only 
two occasions, The first time he had 
an infection (boil) which had to be 
lanced. On that occasion he crossed 
the isthmus by train, in something 
less than one hour. 

About the second time - there is a 
story. 

The writer was in command of 
the Chanute Victory, a U.S. troop 
transport, which was carrying 800 
prisoners from San 
Francisco to Liverpool, England. 
This transit would be the 101st for 
the writer. 

The Chanute Victory arrived in 
the port of Panama too late to make 
@ transit that day, so it was tied up 
to one of the piers, to make its 
voyage through next morning. 

It so happened that the ship's 
chaplain, who was making his very 
first voyage, came up to the bridge 
to watch the captain as he docked 
the Chanute Victory. The captain 
always allowed officers to be on the 
bridge to watch things - they just 
had to stay out of the way, and not 
try to take part in any 
conversations 

The captain was tired. He had 
becn on his feet, well, sort of, since 
about four a.m. He wanted to go to 
bed, But, for some reason, he 
eassayed a joke, as he spoke to the 
chaplain 

"What do you say, - want to go 
ashore and see the sin spots of 
Panama?" 

"I'd be delighted" said the 
chaplain - and the fat was, 
figuratively, in the fire, 

There were six officers in the 
party, all of course in uniform, 
ship's officers and U.S. Army 
officers 

The main street of Panama was 
ablaze with what could be called 
“night clubs.” There were huge 
signs in front of each club, with 
signs reading "Half woman - half 
bear" or some similarly worded 
attraction, The entry price was $3. 


All six officers were soon seated 
at a table, where drinks were 
served, An orchestra was playing 
A young woman came out onto the 
stage, half dressed in scanty female 
attire, and half dressed as a wolf. 
The billing, for this place, was 
“half woman, half wolf.” 

The young woman went through 
a dance which can be described as 


"seductive." Two minutes 
afterward she was not only seated at 
the captain's table, but was right 
beside the captain. 

There had been an empty seat 
between the captain and the 
chaplain. Thirty seconds or less 
after the young woman was seated 
she was telling the captain of her 
mother, in Cincinnati, and how her 
mother needed money. 

The captain listened, briefly, and 
then told the young woman she 
should tell her tale to the officer on 
the other side. He was, the captain 
assured her, "a most sympathetic 
person.” 

She started again, with her tale. 
The chaplain turned to face her. 
on the right side of the 
hint collar was suddenly 
visible to the young woman. 

She got up and walked away. No 
one else tried to bother those six 
officers that evening. 

They had another drink and went 
back to the Chanute Victory.

This year the children in fourth 
grade in the Wilmington Public 
Schools will be benefiting from a 
unit dealing with handicaps.

Support is available for 
those who have never spoken in 
this sort of a situation before: 

When the able bodied discrim- 
inate against, or are uncomfortable 
with, the disabled it is most often 
due to fear and that fear stems 
from a lack of knowledge and 
understanding. If you can help the 
children to sce handicapped people 
as more like them than dilferent 
from them, you will be doing 
something very special both for 
those with disubilitics and the 
children experiencing the unit

A reader of this column called the 
other night to talk about the bare 
spots in her garden, now that the 
peas, summer squash and carly 
green beans are mostly harvested 
What, she asked, can we plant in 
early August and expect that it will 
mature by late September? 

In order to answer this question, 
we should know when to expect 
that first killing frost. The problem 
here is that the first early fall frost 
here in Wilmington and 
Tewksbury can happen anytime 
from September 20, on up to 
October 15. There is no way that I 
know of, based on weather 
conditions up to mid-summer, to~ 
forecast with any degree of 
accuracy when the first frost will 
occur. 

I like to plan on September 30, 
plus or minus five days, as the 
probable end date for our tender 
Nowers and vegetables. About four 
out of five years, the frost will fall 
into that 10 day period 

Some varicties of green beans 
will mature in SO days. Get them 
into the ground this weekend, and 
cross your fingers, Leaf lettuce is 
another good candidate for a late 
summer crop, as are radishes and 
carrots. What is nice about carrots 
is that the young plants can survive 
two or three early frosts and 
continue to grow right through 
October. Pulled during the second 
half of October, carrots planted 
now will be three to four inches 
long, and very tender and tasty 

I have tried several times, with 
very little success, to plant a fall 
crop of peas. I've made my 
planting about mid-August, so that 
by the time the young pea plants 
are four inches up, (carly 
September) the severe heat of 
summer is-pretty well gone by, The 
problem scems to be that by carly 
October there is not cnough 
daytime warmth to mature the 
pods. If anyone out there is 
successfully doing peas late in the 
summer, please communicate with 
me and we'll share the inform. 
ation. 

Several mid summer reminders: 

1. Water your garden in the 
morning. Evening watering 
encourages the spread of plant 
diseases in August 

2. Don't walk through the garden 
while the plants are wet. Brushing 
against wet plants will spread any 
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fungus or virus discases which may 
be present 

3. Don't waste those grass 
clippings! Spread them libcrally 
around flowers and vegetables to 
conserve moisture and help with 
weed control 

4. If you are using insecticides in 
the garden, do not apply them until 
after 7:30 in the evening. Be a 
friend to the bees 

5. Pick your vegetables on the 
immature side, especially summer 
squash, beans, carrots and beets, 
for the best flavor and texture. 

6. Don't apply watcr soluble plant 
foods to any of your flowers and 
vegetables more often than once 
every two weeks. And then, go 
sparingly 

7. Check your tomato plants 
carefully every other day for the 
advent of diseases. Apply Ortho's 
all purpose garden fungicide, when 
plant diseases are first evident

That means deep. Down we go. 
The fish are fecding almost all day 
Jong, but you'd never know it from 
the lack of action in the shallows. 
Every pond has a thermocline, or 
literally a "temperature layer," if 
the water is at least ten feet deep. If 
you were to dive out of a boat and 
Swim straight down, you'd know in 
afew sevonds when you crossed the 
thermocline boundary. The bath- 
tub warnuth of the pond surface will 
suddenly turn cold, anywhere from 
three to six feet down. The edge of 
the thermoclinatayer is sharp, and 
the temperature change is amazing, 
So how to you roust the fish out 
of their cool, deep and dark castle? 
Actually, there are lots of ways 
Most of the lures in your box are 


meant for top or shallow water use. 
Rapalas, spinners, most plugs, and 
bobbers -- sct them aside for now. 
They won't attract the least bit of 
attention from the deep fish. 

Instead, it's time to pull out the 
deep stuff -- jigs, spinnerbaits and 
deep diving plugs, and the trusty 
old rubber worm. 

A few days back, three of us were 
‘out in my bout, fishing the morning 
shift. We caught a few bass early, 
but then the action died off around 
9 am. In hopes of putting a few 
perch in the bucket for dinner we 
started trolling the edge of the weed 
beds with little spinnerbaits, but the 
action remained dead. 

That is, until we passed another 
boat with two guys aboard,

These two fellows were hauling 
‘out bass, non-stop, though most of 
the fish were small. I glanced down 
at Mr. Becp and saw that we were 
in 10 fect of water with an uneven 
bottom, and a glance around told 
me the sun was shining bright. Not 
the usual setting for hot bass action, 

The driver of the far boat yelled 
‘over that the bass were taking white 
jigs, deep. Not that we're copycats, 
mind you;‘out the thtee of us had 
white jigs ticd on in seconds. 

Sure cnough, we began to hit bass 
and perch, at or near bottom, and 
the action stayed steady for the next 
few hours. We had trolled over that 
same spot with spinnerbaits, but 
with no results, 

Tt se that the fish were hiding 
below the thermocline layer, while 
we had been trolling above. Things 
you learn through observation ... 


Like the guys in the other boat, 
the bass we took were small, except 
for onc, | hooked into one fish that 
was strong cnough to twist and snap 
off the wire hook I was using. 

(You sce, I've got a lock on my 
family curse: “Big Fish Hooked and 
Lost.” Even my brother is amazed 
at the monsters I've had on the line, 
then lost. Lucky me...) 

Those white jigs worked, but our 
tiny spinnerbaits gave us even more 
action, probably due to the added 
commotion of the spinner. Instead 
of trolling the spinnerbaits, we now 
Jet thei sink all the way down. And 
bang, hang, bang went the fish 

White was indeed the color that 
day, though we took a few fish on 
yellow jigs as well, Hot colors will 
change from pond to pond and day 
to day, but the lighter and brighter 
colors are always tested first, since 
water filters out the light. Ergo, the 
deeper you fish the less light you'll 
have coming down, . 

Watcr also “slows down” light, so 
colors fade the deeper you go. The 
red cnd of the color spectrum fades 
first, and the bluc end last, so pick 
your colors wisely. And factor in

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the murkiness of the pond as well. 
A red lure may be easily visible at 
20 feet in a clear lake, and almost 
invisible at 10 fect in murky water. 
However, white will remain visible 
the deepest, so always keep White 
jigs or spinnerbaits on hand. 

Fishing jigs and small spinnerbait 
lures is simple. Just cast, let them 
sink, and retrieve. It helps to give 
an occasional twitch to the rod tip, 
to “swim” the lure along and give it 
an irregular motion, 

Deep-diving plugs have lots of 
life built into them, but most of the 
floating plugs are limited to use in 
about 10 fect of water or less. If the 
lure is a sinking type you can fish it 
much deeper. 

Rubber worms can also be deadly 
in deep water, but you've got lo put 
some weight in front of it, One or 
two splitshot may be fine in three 
fect of water, but you'll need a bit 
more heft to take your worm down 
to the bottom, below the thermo- 
cline. An cighth-ounce slip sinker 
works fine, but Iet it sink 

So while you're sitting up there in 
your boat, sweating profusely, the 
fish are happily living below the 
thermocline, enjoying water maybe 
20 degrees Cooler than you are.

— One hundred families ap- 
plying’ for eight spots; more 
than 50 families dn one waiting 
list for two years already;

syringes and alcohol swabs. You 
can also carry your insulin in a 
thermos bottle-just wrap it in a 
paper towel to prevent the bottle 
from moving around. 

Test your blood-sugar levels 
whenever you car. Plan your 
daily travel activities around 
your insulin schedule and adjust 
your food intake accordingly. 

If you're traveling by plane, 
request a special diabetic meal 
at the time you make your 
reservations. Be sure,though,to 
carry a light snack in case the 
flight is delayed or there’s a 
meal tray mix-up. Cheese and 
crackers, juice, fruit and hard 
candy are excellent choices to 
carry with you. 

Also, if you need particular 
innoculations, get them well in 
advance in case they throw your 
diabetes out of control tem- 
porarily. 

Vacations often involve a lot 
of walking. Be sure to carry 
comfortable shoes and change 
your shoes often. Check your 
feet each night for blisters and 
sore spots. 

A word about changing time 
zones: When a diabetic 
Passenger travels through 
several time zones he/she 
should not attempt to alter his 
diabetic regime until he has 
reached his destination. Your 
doctor ‘can give you a specific 
schedule for your travel 
destination

Hooch “saw” his owner killed on 
a fish pier by the thuggish 
employee of a fish-processing 
company which does double duty 
laundering money in a quict 
California community. Hanks 
plans, to use the dog's keen sense 
of smell to identify the killer's 
scent 

Hanks plays an ambitious guy 
who is about to move on to grecn- 
er pastures. The murder of an old 
man on a dock is his last case 
before leaving for a new job, but 
it is also his first murder investi- 
gation. Because he is both zealous 
and detail-oriented, he follows 
every recommended procedure 
he's ever read about, much to the 
amusement of his rather bumbling 
co-workers. Of course, his fellow 
officers don't ususally ever have 
to solve anything more pressing 
than a bicycle theft in their sleepy 
town 

Still, you have to wonder why 
he alone is able to put clues 
together. Hanks is the only one 
who thinks there is a connection 
betwecn the dead body and a large 
amount of money found on the 
beach, even though the incidents 
occurred only a day apart. The 
audience should be able to figure 
out the mystery almost immedi- 
ately, especially since the behind 
the-scenes bad guy is pretty casy 
to spot. No less than five people 
were listed as having contributed 
to the screenplay and the limp plot 
certainly has the feel of having 
been worked to death. 

Unfortunately, the characteriza 
tion is no beter than the storyline. 


Hanks does his best with a thank- 
less role, but when you come right 
down to it, the man spends more 
than half of the movie talking to a 
four-legged beast. Another large 
chunk of time is devoted to 
watching the dog disrupt Hank's 
life— rip his house apart, chew his 
car seats and drag him around. It's 
supposed to be funny because 
Hanks is such a neatnik, but real- 
ly, it's just kind of gross. 

The dog playing Hooch is a 
French breed called the De 
Bordeaux.

Listed below are travel tips 
for Riabetics Planning 
Vacations. 

Get a check-up before you go 
‘on vacation. It sounds simple 
but many people don't do it. 

Be sure to get a letter from 
your doctor stating that you 
have diabetes and must use 
insulin and syringes. Have your 
doctor write prescriptions for 
insulin and other medications 
you may need (include the trade 
and generic drug names). If 
you're going to be traveling out 
of the U.S., you'll want your 
prescriptions in metric form. 
You may also want to ask your 
doctor for a list of names of 
English speaking doctors where 
you will be traveling. 

Buy all of your medical 
supplies before you leave on 
your trip. You don't want to 
spend your vacation searching 
for a pharmacy. 

If you don’t already have one, 
purchase a medical iden- 
tification bracelet or necklace to 
identify you as a person with 
diabetes... You may obtain a 
Medic Alert registration form at 
no charge by mail from the 
GBDS. Just drop us a line 
requesting an application. 

Keep your diabetic supplies 
with you at all times. That 
means obtaining some sort of 
organized carrying case. The 
Medicool Insulin Protector is an 
example of an isulated travel 
bag which keeps insulin cold, 


and has compartments for your 
syringes and alcohol swabs. You 
can also carry your insulin in a 
thermos bottle-just wrap it in a 
paper towel to prevent the bottle 
from moving around. 

Test your blood-sugar levels 
whenever you can. Plan your 
daily travel activities around 
your insulin schedule and adjust 
your food intake accordingly. 

If you're traveling by plane, 
request a special diabetic meal 
at the time you make your 
reservations. Be sure,though,to 
carry a light snack in case the 
flight is delayed or there’s a 
meal tray mix-up. Cheese and 
crackers, juice, fruit and hard 
candy are excellent choices to 
carry with you. 

Also, if you need particular 
inoculations, get them well in 
advance in case they throw your 
diabetes out of control tem- 
porarily. 

Vacations often involve a lot 
of walking. Be sure to carry 
comfortable shoes and change 
your shoes often. Check your 
feet each night for blisters and 
sore spots. 

A word about changing time 
zones: When a diabetic 
Passenger travels through 
several time zones he/she 
should not attempt to alter his 
diabetic regime until he has 
reached his destination. Your 
doctor can give you a specific 
schedule for your travel 
destination.

collected. 1 don't stay that way 
in 97 degree heat. I tend to lose 
my composure very fast when 
it's very, very hot and sticky. 

So in the great tradition of 
creative genius, I've been asked 
by my fellow heat-haters to 
come up with some ways to 
remain unflappable during this 
streak of hot weather that 
leaves us feeling languid and 
irritable 

There are, of course, th 
traditional ways of keeping cool 
in the summer. They incluue 
sitting in front of the air con- 
ditioner, finding a nice com- 
fortable patch of cool green 
grass in the shade of a big oak 
tree, parking your derriere on a 
hammock on the back porch, 
and driving yourself to the 
beach. If you have a swimming 
pool in your back yard, that’s 
even better than the beach most 
of the time. 

There are drawbacks to these 
more conventional ways of — 
how do the teenagers describe 
a: “chilling out.” (I have 
always been able to imagine 
miyself chilling “down,” but 
frankly I'm still working on how 
to chill “out.” ) For example, 
sitting in front of the air con- 
ditioner often times lulls you off 
to sleep. I think it's that steady 
whirring noise an AC makes. 
Nods you right off in no time 
flat. This wouldn’t be too bad if 
you were doing it in an effort to 
fall asleep, but most of the time 
you seek out the front of an AC 
while you're getting ready for 
work or to go out on a date. To be 
discovered by your wife or 
girlfriend sitting, sound asleep, 
in front of the air conditioner 
when you are supposed to be 
hussling around to remain 
punctual can be extremely 
embarrassing. You can also 
miss important phone calls that 
way 

Who would ever think that 
there would be drawbacks to 
sitting or lying and snoozing 
under an old oak tree? There are 
plenty these days. I once heard a 
story about this guy who woke 
up and discovered that he'd 
been nearly eaten alive with 
bugs, come down with poison ivy 
and been robbed of his wallet 
and shoes, all because he’d 
sought out the comfort of an old 
oak tree's shade to escape. a 
mid-July’s heat wave. You'd 
probably be better off sitting out 
on the back porch. Except every 
time I do that, I end up feeling 
guilty, I think it's because I'm a 
workaholic, and sitting on the 
back porch too long makes me 
feel as though the world is 
passing me by. 

Now going to the beach 
doesn’t leave me feeling guilty 
by no means. But I've yet to go 
to the beach this summer that 
one of several things hasn't 
happened. Either I end up sit- 
ting in a long line of traffic and 
my car overheats (there's 
nothing worse than sitting in a 
long line of traffic with the 
heater blasting in an effort to 
cool the engine down), end up 
getting a ticket for doing ten 
miles per hour over the speed 
limit by one of those summer 
rent-a- cops, or end up with no 
place to park my car (even if 


‘ou do find a spot, it's going to 
cost you an arm and part of your 
leg to keep it there for the day) 
And once I've found a two-by- 
four patch of sand, the clouds 
inevitably roll in to spoil my 
chances of improving my tan. A 
pool in the backyard is definitely 
a better alternative, except you 
better be prepared to entertain 
every Tom, Dick and Harry in 
the neighborhood who also has 
the same experiences when they 
drive to the beach. 

There are a handful of less 
conventional ways to keep cool 
There is the old trotting off to 
the cinema with a six pack of 
beer trick. Once you've 
mastered sneaking the brews 
into the movies, what more 
could you ask for? A good film, 
AC and a couple of cold ones 
taboot. 

One of my favorite ways to 
chill out after taking a shower is 
sticking my head in the freezer. 
This method helps to lower your 
blood pressure and evaporate 
the excess moisture dripping 
around your hairline. I might 
add that this move is par- 
ticularly effective just before 
blow drying your hair (that is, if 
you still blow dry your hair, 
since the mousse and spike look 
is in at the moment). A note in 
this matter, however: keep the 
freezer free of old food (it can 
spoil the chilling down effect 
when you have to smell that 
stuff) and be prepared to have a 
good excuse as to why your head 
is in the freezer when your wife 
or girl friend taps you on the 
shoulder from behind.

1 would think 
you'd want to do this with at 
least a pair of shorts on, 
however, since victims of Lucky 
Giovanni tell me it can hurt 
otherwise. 

Taking a shower is not what 
you'd call a. less-than 
conventional means of cooling 
off, yet when it is done with a 
partner it can be a rather 
cooling and relaxing ex- 
perience. Let's face it, we're all 
adults here. A word of caution 
don't see Psycho III just before 
hopping into the shower. It could 
be a chilling experience that 
you'd rather not have. 

If the shower routine fails to 
cool you off, there is another 
ounce of advice I could give you. 
Don't dry off. Instead, run, 
dripping wet, straight for the AC 
again. Turn it up to high and feel 
refreshed. You do, however, run 
the risk of catching a bad cold 
this way. But when you're 
desperate to cool off, who cares. 
Bring on the Contac. 

I prefer the idea of lying ona 
big bed and having at least two 
beautiful women fan me. You 
remain cool and you can get a 
lot accomplished. You can 
either eat lunch, watch tv, read 
a book or conduct business this 
way. And there’s nothing like 
talking to a friend on the phone 
while being fanned by two 
beautiful women. 

If you don’t have the luxury of 
an airconditioner or two lovely 
ladies to fan you, there is a 
solution to your body 


overheating. Go sit in your car 
and switch on the AC. Most cars 
have airconditioning, and it can
